Ab the Hongkong Mag “Magistracy yesterday, 
before Mr. BE. D.C. Wolfe, the assistant |

Mr. D. W! Tratman prosecuted,» and | 
Mr, E. Griss appeared for the defence. 

Kong Hon, assistant engineer of the 
Yew Qn, said that on: August 10th the 
chiaf engineor had left the Jannch, some 
time before the Excise officers arrived and 
arrested witness. The. passengers ‘tor 
Yaumati were on bourd and the launch: 
lwia ready to’ etart when the Excise 
officers appeared, Witness was in the 
engine-room.” An» Excise officer, having 
paid o short visit to the engine-room, went 
to the aft-hold, while: witness remained on 
dock. No sooner bad the Exciseman got 
down inta the hold than be shouted out 
that thero was a parcel there. Witness | 


holding a white bag. tied up: with a string. |
